Farm Forum Rally 


The Hastings County Farm Forum 
rally was held at the River Valley 
School House on Tuesday evening, 
March 29th, with representatives from 
Brookdale, Foxboro, Melrose, Haz- 
zards and River Valley Farm Forums 
in attendance. Mr..B. Hollinger, of 
Foxboro, was chairman, and Miss A, 
Moorecroft, of Hazzards, was secre- 
tary. 

Community singing was led by Mrs. 
George Heasman, and several musica?

Forums. This history of the popular 
song, “This Old House,” was read and 
afterwards sung by three gentlemen.

Light, Velvety 
Easter Cake 


What a lovely time of year! Spring 
is here now and with spring comes 
Easter. It is a time when children 
look forward to fluffy baby chicks and 
gaily coloured Waster eggs. But every- 
jone, no matter what age, would be 
terribly disappointed if they did not 
haye at least one or two eggs in some 
form at Waster. Because eggs are so 
popular at this festive season and 
because they make such beautiful 
eakes, the home economists of the 
Consumer Section, Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture suggest a delicate 
sponge, angel or chiffon cake for. this 
year’s Haster dessert. 

Some may think because these deli- 
cate cakes are so light and tender 
they require a great deal of skill to 
make, Actually they are not difficult 
at all if directions are followed care- 
fully. Here are a few tips that will 
help to make these light delicate tex- 
tured cakes a success, After choos- 
‘ing a recipe from your favourite cook 
book take the required number of 
eges out of the refrigerator so that 
they will be at room temperature 
when it is time to whip them. HBgg 
whites whip to a greater volume when 
they are not too cold. 

For the very light sponge, angel or 
chiffon cake an ungreased tube pan 
should be used so that the batter can 
cling to the pan as it rises. When 
baked invert the pan and let the cake 
hang until it is completely cold. If it 
is cooled upright it tends to settle 
down and may fall slightly. 

These light fluffy cakes can be 
made in different mouth-watering 
flavours and tinted exciting colours. 
They are very delicious when coarsely 
grated unsweetened chocolate is fold- 
ed into the batter before baking. An- 
other delicacy is a daffodil cake which 
goes hand in hand with springtime 
and Easter, For this, spoonfuls of 
yellow sponge cake batter made with 
egg yolks and white angel cake batter 
made with egg whites are put into the 
cake pan in an irregular pattern. 
When the cake is baked and cut it has 
an attractive yellow and white mar- 
bled effect. 

Any of the three — sponge, angel 
or chiffon cake can be dressed up for 
this special occasion with a smooth 
creamy frosting or served with whip- 
ped cream and fruit. A Boiled or 
Seven-Minute frosting attractively 
peaked on the cake is sure to cause 
expressions of delight from all who 


for these two toppings made with deep 
purple grape jelly instead of the cust- 
omary sugar and water. 

Whether the icing is made by pour- 
ing a boiled syrup over beaten egg 
whites, as in White Mountain frosting, 
or is the Seven-Minute kind, it will be 
easy to make with the jelly. In eith- 
er case all that is needed is two egg 
and three- 
quarters of a cup of grape jelly. For 
the syrup method melt the jelly in a 
Small saucepan and boil it for ten 
minutes. the meantime add the 
salt to the egg whites and beat until 
they are stiff but not dry. Then gradu- 
ally pour the boiled jelly syrup over 
the beaten egg whites beating all the 
time until the mixture is stiff enough 
to spread,

TREE PLANTING TIME 
WILL SOON BE HERE 


Many private individuals 
Department of Lands and 
staff will soon be receiving their ship- 
ments of seedling trees to add to the 
reforested areas of this district, The 
Department nurseries in the average 
year are able to start shipping about 
the middle of April with all orders 
being sent out in around four weeks, 
There is always the .possibility than 
@n early spring may make it possible 
to ship trees up to 2 weeks earlier. 
Everyone concerned, therefore, should 
have their plans made to look after 
the stock as soon as it arrives. ‘The 
chance of a successful plantation de- 
pends a good deal on following a few 
practical rules in looking after the 
young trees and in getting them plant- 
ed, 

The trees are carefully packed, and 
delivered by express to ayoid delays 
as much as possible. However, by the 
atime they are received, several days 
may haye elapsed and steps should 
be taken immediately to keep them in 
good condition. A small number of 
wtrees may be removed from the pack- 
age and placed in a tub with moist 
moss or soil around the roots making 
ssure that all air is excluded. A larger 
number of trees should be placed in 
trenches in a moist shaded place near | 
the planting site and the soil well

This 
prevents competition from weeds and 
grass and allows more water to reach 
the roots of the trees. The easiest

Because ten men with a conviction 
met together to study a serious prob- 
lem thirty-two years ago, more than 
nineteen thousand children over the 
years since that time have been given 
a better chance in life, 

It was November 28th, 1922 when 
{the ten, each a member of an Ontario 
service club in Southwestern Ontario, 
met to discuss a better way of proyid-« 
ing a service which each of their 
clubs was! attempting.

The new directory contains 23,465 
new and changed listings. Many 
thousands of these changes are due 
to the major alternation in Belleyille’s 
telephone system On Sunday, April 
17th, all telephones there will change 
to the dial system and the new num- 
bers which begin with “WOodland 2” 
and “WOodland 8” will come into use. 
This will bring Belleville under the 
uniform two-letter five-figure number- 
ing, plan that is gradually being put 
into effect throughout Canada and 
the United States. 

Because of the number of changes 
in the directory, Mr. Proctor urges 
telephone users to refer only to the 
new book, once it becomes fully ef- 
fective. The effective date of the 
new directory is printed in a “box” 
on the front cover, as a reminder to 
Bell customers, 

Mr. Proctor suggested that each 
telephone user check his copy of the 
Blue Book of ‘Telephone Numbers 
against the new book, and bring this 
personal list up to date. He said that 
this will help to eliminate calls to 
“Information” which are often un- 
necessary. 


“By listing out of town telephone 
numbers in the Blue Book and giving’ 
the operator the number when plac- 
ing a long distance call,” said Mr. 


| Proctor, “the telephone user can re- 


duce by as much as half the time re- 
quired to make the connection.” 

This year 24,984 telephone books 
were distributed initially in, Belle- 
Ville, Trenton and the surrounding 
territory as compared to 23,399 last 
year, 


Delivery of the telephone book here 
is part of the gigantic task of publi- 
cation and distribution performed by 
the company each year. During 1954, 


throughout Bell’s Ontario-Quebec ter- 
ritory used up 3,603 tons of paper.

Spring Table 


One of the things that keeps meal 
jtime interesting is variety in the 
meat course. Veal is one of the meats 
which is plentiful now, in fact spring 
and early summer is the peak of the 
yeal season and the time to put it on 
the menu. It is a mild flayoured meat 
with very little fat and the lean is 
fine textured and rather velvety. 

The cuts of veal vary greatly in col- 
our and size because they come from 
animals of different weight and ma- 
turity, ranging from a few weeks to 
fourteen weeks of age. The colour 
of the meat and the bone is usually a 
pretty good indication of the age of 
the animal. Meat from younger ani- 


bones are soft and reddish. The meat 
from older animals is a slightly dark- 
er pinkish brown colour and the bones 
are somewhat larger, courser but still 
slightly reddish in colour. Veal fat 
ranges from white to creamy white in 
colour and may be tinged with pink. 
Although veal comes from a young, 
tender animal it has a considerable 
amount of connective tissue. The 
hame economists of the Consumer 
Section, Canada Department of Agri- 
culture tell us that veal must be cook- 
ed slowly and long enough to com- 
pletely tenderize it..

which the bone is usually removed.

Then there is the fillet roast from the 
fleshy part of the leg which is usually 
cut up and sold as steaks or cutlets. 
There are also the rump and sirloin 
butt roasts. The loin may be sold as 
roasts but usually it is cut up into. 

Then there are the less ex- ’ 
pensive cuts, round bone shoulder-and 
blade, from the front quarter which 
may be sold as roasts or chops. Some-- 
times this section may be completely 
boned and sold as a rolled shoulder. 

Most of the cuts of good quality” 
veal can be roasted in the oven — 
that is cooked on a rack in an un-- 
covered pan without water. The 
temperature to use is the same as. 
that for all other meats, a moderately 
slow 325 degs. F. oven. Before putt-- 
ing veal in the oven, put several 
pieces of bacon on top of it or cover.
